Can you defend them when they will not 
defend themselves? they do noi try beoa\ise they Imow they cannot* 
for they now know what they have done and are* as they should be* 
ashamed of It. 

Tet t^s la a more decent motive than yours. Xt la not Bxoallbur you 
wield* but In a grotesque caricature It Is a simulated eword of rotten 
wood. 

But X ohallenge you as I challenged them: Imt me answer the distop<- 

tlons and falsehoods they seek to retail behind the beck* not face to 
face* throttgh those commercial nlghtsneaks, Schiller and Lawls. aive 
me what you gave Lewis* and X will do It entirely from the official 
record. To put it simply* put up or shut up. 

So you can drink the full measure of your personal shame and your own 
departure from the (moe-hffiwrable standards of iteerlcaa Journallsls* 

X enclose a copy of an aa-yet-unanswered letter I sent Schiller and 
the Preeldent of Capitol Beoorda more than two meks ago.
